MR. ORKIES 


'Uncle Dutch” Orkies, One of the 
County's Oldest Gtizens, 
Died Sunday of Senility. 


Mr. Solomon Wilkerson Orkies, bet¬ 
ter known as “Uncle Dutch,” probably 
tbe oldest man in this part ot the coun¬ 
ty, died Sunday afternoon about four 
o’clock of senility. Mt. Orkies was 
about 88 years of age and was the fath¬ 
er of five children, who survive, Mrs. 
Dory Naljy, Henry and Robt. Orkies. 
of this place, John Orkies, of Martins¬ 
ville, W. Vg., and Ed Orkies, of Owens¬ 
boro, Ky. Mr. Orkies was also the 
grandfather of twenty-three children, 
the great grandfather of twenty-six chil¬ 
dren and the great great grandfather 
of four children, most of whom reside 
in this county, which had always been 
the home of Mr. Orkies. 

Funeral services were conducted Mon¬ 
day morning at St. Rose church, the in¬ 
terment occurring immediately after¬ 
ward in St. Rose cemetery. ' 

Uncle Dutch was a unique charscter 
in this community. He was an old time, 
and a very proficient, blacksmith. When 
he began hig trade plows were made by 
hand and be made the first used m this 
county. The iron gates at St. Rose are 
also a piece of his hrndiwork, and are 
as good to-day as when erected sixty 
years ago. Up until shortly before his 
death be plied bis trade and waa very 
vigorous considering his advanced age. 
He was a blunt, plain spoken man, but 
was a man of strong will and loyal to 
his friends.

LoutoviUe. Ky., April 12, 1909.—The 
Childrenfs Free Hospital, located in 
Louisville, is making an appeal to the 
peoole of the State for monetary aid 
for the erection of a new and more 
commodious building. 

it nas been found that the present 
hospital is wholly inadequate in point ot 
size to accomodate the number of chil¬ 
dren for #hom application is made for 
medical and surgical attention. The ef¬ 
forts of all mterested in tbe sica and 
crippled children of the poor, are direc¬ 
ted to ways snd means of obtaining 
money to pay for the proposed bnilding, 
which practically doubles the capacity 
of tile present one. The Children’s 
Free Hospital since its beginning has 
been aunported by the people of Louis¬ 
ville. but as the hospital does a sUte- 
wids work and hundreds of Kentucky 
children, who otherwise might have 
died or lived hopeless, crippled lives, 
have received here the moet scientific 
and eapecial care, it does not seem un¬ 
fair that contributions from the people 
of the State at large be asked to fur¬ 
ther and enlarge this work. The cost 
of the new building will approximate 
$65,000. Of this amount |15,000remain 
to be secured. May this appeal be pub¬ 
lished in your paper with the request 
that opntributions be sent either inj 
your care or directly to the Chairman 
of the Committee on State Aid. 

This husr.ital also offers a free thor¬ 
ough and superior three year’s course 
in training. Women desiring to make 
nursing a vocation may apply to Miss 
Wilson, Superintendent of the Hospital.

Seattle. Waahington, April 12.—The 
original documents in tbe trial of Aarow 
Burr for treason, which hays been a 
part of the records of the federal court 
at Richmond. Va.. since 1807. will b* 
sent to Seattle as a part of tbe exhibit 
to be made by the United SUtej De¬ 
partment of Justice at Washtogtoo at 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Expoaitioa 
this summer. 

So valuable are these documents 
they are kept in a Vault in the Kkb- 
mond federal building, and are intniated 
to few persons. 

The papers have remained in the oa- 
disturbed possession of the federal 
courts since 1807, the tnal having takes 
place in the summer of that year. Dig¬ 
nified with dust and yellowed by 
flight ot years, the old documents will 
be removed from their resting place 
and shipped to Seattle for display at 
the fair. 

They comprise in all, sixty separate 
exhibits, among which are the original 
indictment against Burr for treasor^ 
the bench warrant issued by Chief Jue- 
tice John Marshall, the affidavit of 
Aaron Burr requiring the letter from 
General Wilkinson to tbe Presidefit, 
dated Nov. 12, 1806, to be produced aa 
well as the memorandum of the court 
tor the subpoena duces tecum for Pre»- 
ident Thomas Jefferson and a subpoena 
duces tecum to Thomas Jefferson ra- 
quiruig him to produce certain eorra- 
spondence. 

The documents include the affidavit 
of Edward Hale concerning certain 
statements made by Luther Martin, exr 
attorney general of Maryland, applica¬ 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus for 
Aaron Burr; japplicatioa to the govern-

One of the perplei^ng and annoying 
mile difflculileB that beset the home 
dressmaker Is how to avoid (he 
wrinkles that apiM-ar under the arm. 
wlieiH* the waist should fit perfectlj 
smooth. In many rasea tbeae wrinkles 
app«'ar because the armhole la too 
small, and If you find that this is the 
caae remote the aleeve and snip the 
waist a* the lower edge of the arm 
hole. Thai the underarm Beam should 
slant in the right dirertinn is also Im 
pbrtgnt, for if it is pulled either to<' 
las Vorward or back It will throw 
out the set of the garment. The un 
derarm seam should be at the under 
arm and should run parallel to the 
center front and the center back seam. 
In the case of a atout figure, where 
two or three underarm seams are nec¬ 
essary, one should be careful to get 
them straight. 

Another point about dressmaking 
which often troubles the home dress¬ 
maker Is the putting In of the sleeve. 
Start to sew 'the sleeve in at the In¬ 
side seam of the aleeve placing a Ut¬ 
ile to the front of the underarm aeani. 
Then fit the under part of the sleeve, 
working the fullness as much as pos¬ 
sible to tile center of the top. Remem¬ 
ber that the fullness must fall neither 
backward nor forward If you want a 
pretty fitting sleeve. A well-fitted 
sleeve fits squarely around the arm 
and gives a broad look to the shoul¬ 
ders. The fullness at the front and 
back should stand out from the arm.
